- TMP Ru­ 
manian government, asked by Ger- 
many whether it felt threatened by 
Nazi power, whs reported reliably 
today in London to have replied 
that “ Rumania does not aer how 
anyone could feel secure in Bn rope 
at the present time.” 
Rumania's first move after reply­ 
ing to the German questionnaire 
was to pass along her answer to 
the British foreign offh-o, it was 
said. 
Until word of tim Rumanian re­ 
ply was received here it was not 
believed Germany had addressed 
her note to any of Britain’s new 
eastern European allies 
Poland. 
Greece and Rumania 
Poland Not Asked 
(In Warsaw, the foreign office 
said Poland had received no ques­ 
tionnaire and the belief was ex- 
presssed in wellinformed political 
quarters that the Berlin authorities 
had 
left 
out the 
three 
nations 
whose independence Britain and 
France have promised to help de­ 
fend). 
An informed source, although de­ 
clining to disclose the text of the 
Rumanian reply, said, "I think we 
can guarantee thai Rumania's an­ 
swer will be the most amusing of 
the lot,"

Pleading guilty to first degree murder charges in connec­ 
tion with the holdup slaying of George .J, Culp, 61, streetcar 
motorman, at Wooster's stop iii Wellsville Jan. 2, 1937, John Les­ 
ter Welch, 24, of 1031 Main st., Wellsville, and Joseph Howell, 
24, of Mulberry st., Hast Liverpool, Mere bound over to the Col­ 
umbiana county grand jury without bond today at a prelimin­ 
ary hearing before Mayor Howard L. Kelley in Wellsville. 
Immediately after his arraignment, Welch signed a 31-page 
typewritten confession in which he admitted the fatal shooting 
of (Hip in the attempted holdup more than 27 months ago. A 
similar confession, which police say was made by Howell, was 
being typed and was to be read to bim this afternoon by Prose­ 
cuting Attorney Karl T. Stouffer of Lisbon. 
After the arraignment, Chief of Police John H. Fultz of 
Wellsville and Deputy Sheriff Mike Duty of Lisbon took Welch 
to Salineville, to search for the .38-caliber revolver which ha 
claims lie discarded in Yellow creek near the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road depot, a few hours after the fatal shooting.

In a holster strapped to his aide when they left the house, 
Recently, Burns told Duty, he had overheard a conversation between hie 
sister aud the suspect’s wife, Mrs. Dorothy Welch, and her mother, 
which strengthened his suspicion that his brother-in-law had been Impli­ 
cated in the murder. Hr said that Welch was rooming at 1031 Main st., 
Wellsville, but that he did not know where Howell was. 
Duty immediately came to Wellsville where he met.Patrolman Har­ 
ry Dustman and Kenneth Pugh They went to the Main st. address and 
told Welch ho was wanted for questioning at the city hall. He offered 
00 resistance and he and his wife voluntarily accompanied the officers 
to the city building.

The deputy 
sheriff returned to the city hall where he Joined Glen Roberts, another 
deputy. They returned to the Howell homo about l l a. rn to find the 
suspect. 
Deputy Duty said Howell expressed surprise at his arrest and still 
greater surprise on his way to Wellsville when he was told that be 
was wanted for questioning in connection with the shooting of Mo­ 
torman Gulp. He admitted that he had met W’elrh when they were 
In m a te * of the hoys’ Industrial school at Lancaster several years ago.

All these powers are scheduled 
to expire Ju n e 3o this year unless 
congress extends them. 
House Republicans m ade a vigor­ 
ous fight against continuance of 
the devaluation authority, but were 
defeated, 225 to ISS.

permits the President to devalue 
the gold equivalent of the dollar 
another 9 percent of Us form er 
amount. 
Mr. Roosevelt cut 41 per­ 
cent from the dollar’s gold valua­ 
tion on Jan. 31. 1934.

headed bv Ken. Glass, already has 
conducted hearings on the m one­ 
tary bill.

T h e opposite Tlewpoint. of course, 
h a s equal ralM tty, and, In fact, 
probably more, and ie th e one held 
by m ost hard-heeded physicians— 
the view th a t organic diseases pro­ 
duce toxins or reaction* of some 
; kind 
th a t Influence the nervous 
system , the mind end emotions. 
And m any physicians go even far­ 
th e r and m aintain th at chemical or 
reflex causes csn account tor ell 
such nervous conditions s s hysteria 
, and nervous breakdown, even Insan- 
• tty. To this I cannot subscribe, be­ 
cause I believe th at those conditions 
a re due to the attem pted reaction of

In fact, 
probably more, and Is the one held 
by m ost hard-headed physicians— 
the view that organic d iseases pro­ 
duce toxins or reactions of som e 


: hind 
that Influence the nervous 


; system , the mind end emotions. 
And many physicians go oven far­ 
ther and m aintain that chem ical or 
reflex caueea can account tor all 
such nervous conditions s s hysteria 


. and nervous breakdown, even Insan­ 
ity. To this I cannot subscribe, be­ 
cau se I believe that those conditions 
are due to the attem pted reaction of 
the individual to the stre sse s and 
• emotions of dally life and responsi­ 
bility, 
Obvious

But one lesson Is obvious. The 
m odem treatment of disease must 
attack from the chemical, organic 
and

proach. If a man has high blood 
pressure and la also worrying him­ 
self to death about bls business af­ 
fairs. you cannot treat one phase of 
this trouble without the other. You 
can treat some goiters successfully 
by surgery, some by iodine and

deny they should be treated by all 
; three ? 
The lesson in personal hygiene

to attempt h vigoroua control of
